The East Bay Municipal Utility 
District recently purchased new 
fiberglass canoes to be made 
available for rental at Lafayette 
Reservoir.

“We will require a Red Cross 
card or other documentation,” 
said EBMUD board president, De- 
Witt Krueger. ‘We will insist 
that the operator knows what he 
is doing, just as we did when we 
opened Lafayette Reservoir to 
cartop sailboats.” 

Krueger also cautioned that 
privately-owned canoes cannot be 
permitted on the reservoir lake, 
as yet. ‘Private canoe use would 
require a change in the reser- 
voir’s recreational use-permit 
with the State Dept. of Public 
Health,” Krueger explained. 
“We're in the process of updating 
the rules for Pardee Reservoir in 
the Mother Lode right now.
